WASHINGTON, April 16.—oOf 
the vast expanse of land making 
up the territory of Alaska and 
amounting to 378,165,760 acres, 
only 1,600,000 acres actually have 
heen surveyed by the Department 
of the Interior according to esti- 
mates made by the General Land 
Office. 

There have, however, been set 
aside as national forests 20,708,- 
000 acres of timber lands. This 
leaves 355,857,760 acres in. Alaska 
not surveyed under the rectangular 
system authorized by Congress and 
a by the General Land Of- 


The land so far surveyed is con- 
fined to knownagricultural areas, 
coal fields, and such adjoining 
areas as might under normal! con- 
ditions be attractive to settlers. 
These tracts are composed of 
sections of land in the vicinity of 


| Seward just north of Resurrection 


Bay and extending to the Matans- 
ka coal flelds; areas around Fairs 
banks, including the N coal 
fielda; and the Copper River Val- 
ley as far north as the Tanana 
River and south of the Bering 
River coal felds and the Gulf of 
Alaska. 


Outside of these districts other 
widelytecattered tracts have been 
surveyed in regions of Alaska con- 
sisting of townsites, trade and 
manufacturing sites, native allot- 
ments and homestead entry claims, 
but it is estimated that since the 
territory was purchased from Rus- 
sia in 1867 for $7,200,000, only 
a mn of ite land has been 
surveyed by the United States 
government.

Rosenbluth’s reasons for refus-. 
ing to plead to the indictment aft- 
er he had previously insisted that 
he wanted a prompt trial, were 
given to the Tribune by Rosen- 
bluth himeelf as follows: 


TRIAL DESIRED 

“Personally. I would be glad to 
stand trial, but just after the in- 
dictments, Mr. Revelle, in a news- 
paper interview, said either side 
could raise the point of jurisdic- 
tion and that it might take four 
years for it to go through the va- 
rious courts of appeal and be 
definitely settled. In the mean- 
time I would be in jall under a 
murder charge and would not be 
permitted to give bail. So my at- 
torneys insisted that the point of 
jurisdiction be settled before a 
trial was started. Commissioner 
Hitchcock held there was no juris- 
That seems to me to set- 
tle it. Revelle also he hoped 
the point of jurisdiction would be 
raised. That indicated he might 
later raise it and the decision in 
my case be thrown out by a Su- 
preme Court after I stood trial.” 

Mr. Revelle explained: 


STILL QUESTION 

“T never sald it would take four 
years to settle such a point. 
lawyer, I, of. course, hope that 
some day a final court will pass 
on my brief contending the gov- 
ernment has jurisdiction and will 
uphold it. Mr. Rosenbluth can 
come out here any time and get 
an immediate trial, and rest as- 
sured the government will never 
raise any such point. It would be 
foolish for the government to con- 
test its own contentions.” 

That ends the story—as far as 
it has gone. There are many ru- 
mors and reports of sensational 
nature, but only the facts, as they 
could be obtained from authentic

For instance, on the 1920 bisis, 
which affords a good comparison, 
there were mined within the Btate 
about 15,000,000 tons of ore, with 
an average value of §7.68 a ton, 
all metals included. ‘ 
Only about one-third of the cop- 
per ore went dirvct te the smelter. 
The day had arrived for the low- 
grade schist mines, from which 
mills reduced about ten million 
tons of ore into 635,000 tons of 
concentrates. The gross returrs 
from ccpper alone was $102,719,- 
160. These figures may spell rome- 
thing for 1923. - The output this 
year may reagonably be expected 
to be 700,000,000 pounds. Mul- 
tiplied by 17 1-2, it looks Nke a 
probable gross return of $122,000,- 
000

Boilers and storage tanks will be 
placed on acreage adjoining the 
lease. The Union Pacific lease is 
the second taken over by the E. L. 
Doheny interests in the Signal Hill 
field, the first being the Walker- 
Western properties, with acreage 
in both the Signal Hill and Hunt- 
ington flelds. 


NEW DABNEY WELL 


Another producer was added to 
the Joseph P. Dabney ‘list in the 
local field during the past week 
when the Dabney No. 19 came in 
Tuesday at a rate estimated at 
2200 barrels. The gravity of the 
crude from the new producer was 
given at.26 degrees, with a sand, 
water and emulsion cut rating as 
low if not lower than any other 
well tn the field, the cut being an- 
nounced at one-tenth of one per 
cent. 

By actual gauge the well is mak- 
ing a total of 800,000 cubic feet 
of gas per day. The gas is being 
utilized in the Dabney absorption 
plant. The Dabney interests have 
twenty-five wells in the field, lead- 
ing all the other independent pro- 
ducers, 

Regarded as one of the wildest 
of wildeat wells, the Cal-Mex Oil & 
Refining Kirkpatrick 
No. 1, the first well to show oil in 
the territory west of Orange ave- 
nue, was brought in Wednesday 
night after being deepened to the 
$300-foot level. The well is re- 
ported a 3000-barrel producer, but 
is now beamed down to 2000 bar- 
rels a day. 

Kirkpatrick No. 1 was the first 
of the Verne Dumas wells in the 
local field, and Dumas was laughed 
at by virtually every other opera- 
tor for taking the lease in what 
was then regarded as hopeless ter- 
ritory. The Dumas organization 
holds some of the choicest leases 
in the entire field. io 

Originally the well was brought 
in from the 3030-foot level, with a 
flow that ranged from 1000 barrels 
a day down to 175 barrels. The well 
was killed sixty days ago for deep- 
ening. 

In order that a thorough test of 
the productivity of the Dawson 
avenue and Arabelia-street sections 
of the field may be made, Jack 
Darnell, one of the largest opera- 
tors in the Texas and Oklahoma 
fields, will drill to 5500 feet, it 
was announced yesterday by Ernest 
Pyles, his field superintendent. 
Darnell’s first well, «the Pacific 
Corporation No. $8, is being pre- 
pared for the setting of a water 
string and has been renamed Dar- 
nell No. 9. Efforts will be made 
to make it the deepest producer 
in the California fields. 


MEADER IN AGAIN 

Going on production for the 
third time, the Rice Ranch Com- 
pany’s initial well in the local 
field, the Meader No. 1 at Jesse 
avenue and Arabella street, is re- 
ported as making a little better 
than 500 barrels a day. The well, 
once regarded as somewhat of a 
wildcat, was first brought in at 
2673 feet, with approximately 125 
feet of sand showing. It failed to 
yield more than 450 barrels a day 
and was cleaned out and brought 
in again, again failing in high 
production. A fishing job for a 
bailer followed and then after sev- 
eral weeks, the well showed for 
the third time. It is now on the 
pump.

Geologist Makes Report on 
New Prospect 


Territory Lies in Navajo 
Reservation 


? 
Colorado, New Mexico, Utah, 
Arizona Interested 

An interesting report on the 
geology of the San Juan Basin, 
where much interest in petroleum 
centers just now has been made 
by E. B. Emrick, a consulting 
geologist at Grand Junction, Colo. 
who was formerly geologist for the 
Carter Oil Company. Among oth- 
er things, Mr. Emrick says in his 
survey of the basin: 

“The area for the greater part 
lies in the Navajo Indian reserva- 
tion and is inhabited almost ex- 
clusively by Indians. It is a part 
of the Colorado plateau, a region 
of folded and faulted sedimentary 
rocks traversed by innumerable 
canyons, 

“The original surface of the 
plateau has been destroyed by the 


hands of mature and it is now a 
galaxy of unsurpassed grandeur 
represented by buttes, mesas, tuw- 
ering spires , canyons and mpun- 
taing through and among which 
creeks and rivers have directed 
their tortuous paths to the Colo- 
rado River. : 


BAND OF INDIANS 

“The country has been renowned 
for many years on account of it 
being the land of the Navajo, the 
most industrious of all American 


tribes, and also because it lies at 
a point common to four States, 
namely, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Utah and Arizona, 

“it seems destined to become an 
oll region, for within its boundaries 
lies what is believed to be one of 
the greatest prospective and un- 
deveioped petroleum regions in the 
United States. Millions of dollars 
may be spent during the year drill-: 
ing test wells based upon evidence | 
obtained after several year’s geo- 
logical work by many of the larg- 
est oll companies, 

“Petroleum was first discovered 
in the San Juan field twenty years 
ago. By 1909 more than twenty- 
five wells had been drilled to a 
shallow depth, all of which o- 
duced oll. The lands upon which 
drilling was done were held under 
the placer mining laws, which 
made it necessary that discovery 
should be made before patent to 
the land could be sectired, there- 
fore wells were drilled only to a 
depth at which oil was found.. In

Juan county and all operations 
were suspended. 

“After the passage of the leasing 
pact of February 25, 1920, activity 
was again commenced, but it was 
not until 1922 that titles were in
